Double Talk 


O much has come out of Mdsdéow 
bt bearing the appearance of a 
genuine bid for smoother understanding 
between East and West, but carrying 
too a fatal flaw, that it is not difficult 
"to appreciate the Western attitude of 
caution towards each new Soviet 
proposal! as it is presented, the tendency 
to seek first for the probable catch m 
it. If sometimes there could be 
unwarranted suspicion, the atmosphere 
has been entirely of Soviet making. 
These considerations apart, the sudden 
change of tone by Soviet spokesmen on 
the atom bomb deserves the closest 
study. Readiness to agree on A 
complete ban on the use of the atom 
bomb is clear, and the proviso that the 
prohibition cannot take effect until 
complete controls are fully in operation 
would normally imply that Moscow has 
accepted in principle the necessity for 
establishing effective inspection 
machinery. The dropping of objections 
is saddled with insistence that the 
“machinery does not interfere with the 
internal affairs of the State” but if there 
exists a genuine intention to tackle the 
problem anew, this insistence should 
not conjure up an intuperable obstacle.

On the surface, at least, Mr Vyshinsky 
has offered an appreciable advance and 
if fear persists that further examination 
will discover the nigger in the woodpile, 
the remedy is the task of the Soviet 
Foreign Minister.

Best estimates indicate that about 
60 per cent of the population, if asked to express a 
view, would be opposed to rearmament at any price,

An indication of the intensity 
of feeling on the rearmament 
question was that, for the first 
time since the “Emperor 
System” was revived in 1867, 
commoners recently demon- 
strated before the . 

Over 600 university students 
et Kyoto, in Central Japan, 
shouted anti rearmament 
slogans and jostled round the 
Emperor's car when he visited 
their  univertity—ia “‘ditggrace” 
which, before the war, could 
unly _ have ended in Nfe 
imprisonment for the students 
and suicide by the hapless 
university officials.

He told a reporter afterward 
however, that he did not mean 
President Truman's budget for

However, spending for the 
1953 fiscal year would be much 
higher than this year.

Paralyses 


Chicago, Jan. 13. 

A big new storm threa- 
tened more snow and rain 
for the battered Pacific 
coast while a heavy fog 
covered the Middle West 
today. 

Snow and cold also invaded 
the Northern plains but most of 
the country enjoyed fine 
weather. At San Francise 
forecasters wanned that an “in- 
‘ense” storm was moving down 
the Canadian coastline to batter 
areas of California and Nevada, 
already hit by heavy rains and 
snow, An earlier storm sull 
raged in Southern California, 
with wind-whipped rains that 
toppled trees, knocked down 
power lines and touched off 
land and rock slides, 

More rain was in store for 
Northern California after a 
drenching downpour that broke 
a 62-year-old rainfall] record at 
Sun Francisco and _ produced 
several flash floods. Some two 
thousand persons were evacuated 
from swamped homes in the Bay 
area and other evacuations were 
carried out at Alvisa and 
Knightsen, California. 

Snow ploughs fought to open 
roads through the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and Reno, colourfut 
divorcee and gambling centre, 
was almost isolated In a three- 
toot. snowfall.

Urge An “Insurance 
Premium”

Five economic experts reported to the United 
Nations today that the real danger to world econo-- 
mic stability lies in recessions originating in the 


United States.

The experts, asked by the Secretary-General, 
Mr Trygve Lie, to propose “practical ways” of re- 


ducing the international 


impact of slumps, ad- 


mitted that they could suggest no practical or 
acceptable measures that would make much 
difference if a slump as bad as that of the 1930's 


had to be faced. 


Establishment of full employ- 
ment as a firm policy means 
that “even in years of recession 
prosperity will be, not merely 
round the corner, but in full 
view,” the experts agreed, 

But an era of full employment 
provided no clear assurance 


, against fluctuation “whose inter- 


national effect from year to year 


;may be of the same order as 


that experienced by the trading 
partners of the United States In 
19387 and 1988." 

Recommending three types of 
international action as a “small 
insurance premium” against 
slumps, the experts gave a 
warning that no international 
effective 
unless the great industrial coun- 
tries, and especially the United 
States, provide the necessary 
leadership. 

BUFFER STOCKS 

The proposed “premium” com- 
prises: 

(1) International commodity 
ogreements, such as multilateral 
quota systems or buffer stocks, 
to reduce the impact of short- 
fun swings in the demand and 
supply of primary products, 

(2) Expanded longterm lend- 
ing by the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment. Thig would help prevent 
the setback to national develop- 
ment programmes that would 
be caused by a drop in export 
receipts and in private inter~ 
national investment; 

(3) Larger — international 
monetary reserves, provided 
through the International Mone- 
lary Fund, to offset short-run 
fluc’ualions in foreign exchange 
receipts. 

RESERVES INADEQUATE 

The report said that the pre- 
sent levels of gold and dollar 
teserves in most countries— 
Together with such assistance as 
the International Monetary Fund 
van provide with existing re- 
sources—were quite inadequate 
to support any serious drop m 
dollar receipts. Nor were the 
resources of the Internationa 
Bank adequate for the anti- 
recession: task they would assigu 
tu it. 

The experts said they assumed 
that every large industria) 
country would seek to act in 
accordance with the full em- 
ployment pledges embodied in 
the. United Nations Charter.

DANGERS TO STABILITY 

Pointing to the possibility of 
economic fluctuations in the 
United States as the danger to 
stability in the rest of the 
world, fre experts salg tha: “hie 
was “partly because of the 
dominant position of the United 
States in international trade and 
payments.” 

It was also “partly because of 
the institutional and economic 
factors which made the Uniled 
States economy more Mabie to 
international fluctuations = in 
effective demand than they are 
the economies of other tm- 
portant trading nations. 

The experts’ report will be 
considered by the United Natlons 
Economic and Social Council, 

Chairman of the group was 
Mr James W. Angelli, Professor 
of Economics and, executive 
officer of fhe Department of 
A conomice at Columbia Univer- 
sity, 

Te cther experts included 
Mr. H. K. A. Myint, lecturer 
in colonial economics, Oxford 
University, and formerly Pro~ 
fessor of Economics, Rangoon 
University. 

VULNERABILITY 


They proposed that the In- 
vernational Bank should greatly 
expand its lending in the event 
of a recession. 

But action on the lines they 
rroposed would not meet the 
special vulnerability of the 
poorer under-develaped countries 
in the face of international dis- 
turbances, they said. 

Basically, the vulnerability of 
the under-developed countries to 
international disturbances is 
simply another facet of ‘their 
general problem of  under- 
development. In the long run 
the process of development itself 
will make them less vulnerable 
by diversifying their economies 
and raising their living stand. 
ards.” 

Nor were the reserves of the 
International Monetary Fund 
adequate, they warned. A major 
recession—such as the United 
States recession of 1937-88 would 
quickly exhaust the Fund’s pre- 
sent ‘holdings of gold and dollars 
of $2,800 million.—Reuter.
